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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A cigarette incliuies an ignition element in contact with tobacco, surrounded by 
a composite outer wrapper. The outer wr^per is inq>ervious to oxygen causing the 
tobacco to extinguish between puffs. The ignition element, however, has a longer static 
bum time than the tobacco and remams smoldering between puffs. Upon a subsequent 
puff, the smoldering ignition element re-ignites the tobacco. One or more initially- 
occluded perforations in the outer layer maintain the uniformily in combustion of the 
tobacco and the ignition element.
